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Sec.  Vance  Says  Soviets  Show 
Interest  In  Missile  Talks 

Deputy  Secretary  of  Defense  Cyrus  R.  Vance  has 
disclosed  that  communications  have  been  established 
“at  a high  level”  between  the  United  States  and  Soviet 
Union  regarding  negotiations  on  the  anti-ballistic 
missile. 

He  said  there  are  indications  the  Soviet  Union  is 
interested  in  discussing  the  anti-ballistic  missile  subject. 

Even  though  there  is  talk  about  getting  negotiations 
started,  Secretary  Vance  noted,  “We  do  know  that  there 
is  considerable  evidence  that  they  are  proceeding  with 
the  construction  of  an  anti-missile  system  around 
Moscow.” 

Added  assurance  of  U.  S.  capabilities  was  explained 
by  the  secretary  as  he  emphasized:  “We  are  capable 
of  overwhelming  any  system  that  the  Soviet  Union 
might  deploy.  We  have  been  working  on  devices  to 
penetrate  any  such  systems  for  a long  while,  and  we 
are  completely  confident  we  can  penetrate  any  system 
which  they  may  deploy.” 

As  for  U.  S.  progress  in  the  anti-missile  field,  Secre- 
tary Vance  said,  “We  at  the  same  time  are  proceeding 
with  a very  vigorous  research  and  development  pro- 
gram that  runs  approximately  $.5-billion  a year.”

First  Assignment  of  WAFs 
To  Vietnam  Duty  Scheduled 


Fixed-Wing  Aircraft  Losses 
In  Vietnam  Placed  at  1,172 

U.  S.  fixed-wing  aircraft  losses  in  Vietnam  for  six 
years,  ending  Jan.  31,  1967,  have  been  placed  at  1,172 
by  DOD  in  an  announcement  clarifying  reporting 
procedures. 

The  fixed-wing  losses  are  reported  in  two  categories. 
The  first  deals  with  combat-type  aircraft  lost  to  hostile 
action  while  flying  missions  over  North  or  South 
Vietnam. 

Most  news  inquiries  have  dealt  with  this  category 
and  regular  announcements  have  been  made  concern- 
ing the  number  of  losses.  These  losses  are  placed  at 
622. 

The  second  category  concerns  combat-type  aircraft 
lost  to  non-hostile  action,  support  aircraft  losses  and 
all  other  fixed-wing  aircraft  losses  connected  with  the 
war.  This  figure  is  550. 


The  first  assignment  of  Women  in  the  Air  Force 
(WAF)  to  duties  in  Vietnam  will  occur  within  the  next 
30-90  days,  following  a request  from  Military  As.- 
sistance  Command,  Vietnam,  headquarters  in  Saigon.

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AF  Secretary  Details  Effect 
Of  Bombing  in  North  Vietnam 

Bombing  of  targets  in  the  North  has  limited  North 
Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong  operations  in  the  South, 
Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  Harold  Brown  said  on  re- 
turn from  his  second  visit  to  Southeast  Asia  since 
assuming  the  post  in  October  1965. 

The  bombing  has  limited  them  militarily,  Mr.  Brown 
said,  pointing  out  that  otherwise  they  would  have  been 
able  to  infiltrate  larger  amounts  of  men  and  equip- 
ment. He  credited  this  limitation  to  Air  Force  and 
Navy  interdiction  efforts. 

He  noted  that  the  Air  Force  did  not  drop  all  ordnance 
programmed  for  last  year  and  there  is  no  problem  as 
to  the  amount  of  ordnance  available. 

“Pilots  are  thoroughly  briefed  before  each  mission 
on  the  rules  of  engagement,”  Mr.  Brown  said,  “and 
they  strike  military  targets  with  a great  deal  of  ac- 
curacy.” 

About  250  in-country  attack  sorties  are  flown  each 
day  by  Air  Force  tactical  fighters,  and  U.S.  Marines 
and  Vietnamese  Air  Force  provide  an  additional  200 
a day.  Additional  sorties  are  flown  by  Strategic  Air 
Command  B-52  bombers.

SecDef  Announces  Project  Themis, 
New  Scientific  Research  Program 

Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  McNamara  has  an- 
nounced a new  DOD  research  program,  Project  Themis, 
which  will  be  university-based  at  selected  academic 
institutions  throughout  the  country. 

The  program  is  designed  to  strengthen  scientific  and 
engineering  capabilities  of  those  selected  and  to  let  a 
larger  number  carry  out  high-quality  research  on  prob- 
lems relating  to  national  defense. 

Project  is  in  response  to  President  Johnson’s  request 
that  each  Federal  agency  help  to  develop  new  centers 
of  excellence  in  areas  relevant  to  agency  goals. 

“We  expect  to  initiate  up  to  50  new  departmental 
centers  this  year  and  additional  programs  will  be  es- 
tablished in  the  following  years,”  Secretary  McNamara 
said.  Some  $20  million  has  been  authorized  on  the 
project  this  year. 

More  than  one  specific  research  program  can  be  au- 
thorized for  a single  institution.  First  consideration 
will  be  given  to  those  not  already  heavily  engaged  in 
defense  research. 

Ninety  problems  needing  research  in  specific  science 
and  technology  areas  have  been  identified  where  de- 
velopment of  additional  university  graduate  research 
at  the  doctoral  level  could  contribute  significantly  to 
long-range  security.

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Marine  Fire  Team  Leader 
Wins  Posthumous  Award 
Of  Medal  of  Honor 

The  Medal  of  Honor  was  presented 
posthumously  to  Lance  Corporal  Joe 
C.  Paul,  Company  H,  2nd  Battalion, 
4th  Marines,  3rd  Marine  Division,  at 
Feb.  7 ceremonies,  Marine  Barracks, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Cpl.  Paul  was  cited  for  conspicuous 
gallantry  and  intrepidity  at  the  risk 
of  his  life  beyond  the  call  of  duty 
as  a fire  team  leader  during  Opera- 
tion Starlite  near  Chu  Lai,  August  18, 
1965. 

The  hero’s  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Callie  E.  Paul,  Vandalia,  Ohio,  re- 
ceived the  award  from  Navy  Under- 
secretary Robert  H.  B.  Baldwin,  who 
acted  in  the  name  of  the  President 
and  on  behalf  of  Congress. 

Cpl.  Paul  disregarded  his  own 
safety  and  dashed  across  rice  paddies 
swept  by  enemy  fire  to  place  himself 
between  the  enemy  and  his  wounded 
comrades. 

Although  critically  wounded,  he  re- 
mained in  his  exposed  position  and 
continued  to  fire  his  automatic  weap- 
on. His  action  diverted  the  enemy 
attack  and  is  credited  with  saving 
the  lives  of  his  fellow  Marines. 

Distinguished  Service  Award 
Presented  to  Sec.  Sylvester 

The  Department  of  Defense  Dis- 
tinguished Public  Service  Medal  has 
been  awarded  to  Assistant  Secretary 
of  Defense  for  Public  Affairs  Arthur 
Sylvester  for  “devoted  and  distin- 
guished” service  from  January  1961 
to  February  1967. 

Defense  Secretary  McNamara,  in

Marine  Corps  Brings  Back 
Battlefield  Commissions' 

Marine  Corps  personnel  who  demon- 
strate outstanding  leadership  in  the 
Vietnam  conflict  may  be  eligible  for 
temporary  appointment  to  second  lieu- 
tenant under  a recently  revived  “bat- 
tlefield commission”  program. 

According  to  Marine  Corps  order 
1421.7,  exceptional  performance  of 
duty  in  combat  is  defined  to  mean 
“outstanding  combat  leadership  while 
under  fire.” 

Personnel  nominated  for  appoint- 
ment to  second  lieutenant  must  be 
U.S.  citizens,  20  years  old  but  not  past 
37th  birthday  by  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year  in  which  recommended; 
have  a minimum  GCT  or  A A of  110; 
must  not  have  been  convicted  by 
court-martial,  or  by  civil  authorities, 
or  the  subject  of  an  offense  which  in- 
volves moral  turpitude,  or  an  offense 
for  which  the  maximum  penalty  in- 
cludes death,  dishonorable  discharge 
or  confinement  in  excess  of  one  year, 
and  be  of  “unquestionable  moral  in- 
tegrity and  of  commissioned  officer 
caliber.” 


Working  Conference 
On  Dependent  Schools 
Held  in  Washington 

Top  administrators  from  the  Armed 
Forces’  Dependent  School  System  held 
a “working  conference”  in  Washing- 
ton Feb.  8-9  to  iron  out  a wide  range 
of  professional  problems. 

One  major  objective  was  to  work  out

Navy  Sealab  Program 
Enters  Third  Phase 

The  third  phase  of  the  Navy’s  Man- 
in-the-Sea  program — Sealab  III — is 
underway  off  California’s  San  Cle- 
mente Island.  The  program  involves 
a wide  range  of  experiments  in  sal- 
vage techniques,  oceanographic  and 
marine  biological  research  and  a series 
of  physiological  and  human  perform- 
ance tests. 

One  of  the  highlights  is  an  at- 
tempt to  live  and  work  on  the  bottom 
of  the  sea  for  60  days. 

The  prime  Navy  interest  is  using 
the  continental  shelf  for  assistance  in 
military  operations  such  as  mine  de- 
fense and  amphibious  assaults. 

But  the  Navy  points  out  that  the 
technology  gained  also  holds  vast 
secondary  gains  for  the  nation.  These 
include  exploitation  of  the  sea  for 
food,  minerals  and  recreation. 

The  Navy  plans  to  use  five  diving 
teams  of  eight  men  each  to  occupy 
the  Sealab  III  for  alternate  12-day 
periods. 
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
